War Savings Stamp 
Drive in February 


Commencing on February 2nd, 
the Food Industry of Canada has 
again been asked to sponsor a 
National War Savings Stamp 
Drive. The organization is being 
get up along the same lines as 
during the two previous Drives, 
and each retailer is asked to 
pledge their co-operation in the 
sale of Stamps. 

The Drive, commencing on the 
2nd of February, will finish en 
the 10th of March, and the quota 
for Alberta has been set at 751,- 
430 Stamps, which is approxim- 
ately $188,000. During the Drive 
last year the quota for Alberta 
was $100,000 and the Prevince 
raised $156,000, so there should 
not be a great deal of difficulty 
in raising the additienal quota; 
when one takes into censidera- 
tion the fact that the Drive is 
lasting ten days longer than on 
previous eccasiens, 

We are urged te buy as many 
War Savings Stamps as we pos- 
sibly can during this drive, We 
think it would be a feather in 
eur Previncial cap if Alberta led 
Canada in this eampaign.

Wheat Stages 


A Comeback 
By H. G. L. Strange 


During the years ef depressien, 
when wheat was at a low price; 
during the drought years when 
wheat gave a low yield; and in 
recent years when it was feund 
necessary to reduce sharply 
wheat acreage, the total value of 
the prairie wheat crop fell toa 
comparatively low figure. It was 
predicted by seme that our farm- 
ers would have to seek their 
future revenue from cBier crops 
and preducts than wheat. 


According to the latest figures, 
hewever, wheat seems to be stag- 
ing a comeback. For the crop 
years 1942 the value of wheat 
produced in the prairie provinces 
was 361 million dellars, while the 
value of all other crops combined 
was 374 million; for 1943 wheat 
was valued at 270 millien dellars 
and all other crops at 433 million, 
but for this past crop year 1044 
the prairie wheat crep was valu- 
ed at 450 millien dellars and all 
other crops at 405 millien; dem- 
onstrating that wheat once more 
is beceming our majer crop. 


It is not dificult te prophecy 
that soon after this war is ever, 
when the demand frem abroad 
for prairie livestock products 
will tend to decline, that wheat 
as ever in the past, will again 
become the main crep upon 
which prairie farmers will de- 
pend for a living.

Concrete Planning On Future Civil 

Aviation Is Being Undertaken 
(By H. J. Symington, C.M.G., K.C., 
President, Trans-Canada Air Lines) 

The cutstanding trend in commer- 
cial air affairs during the past year 
has been the consideration given to 
post-war civil aviation. The war has 
now advanced to a point where con- 
crete planning and agreement on the 
future of post-war commercial avia- 
tion can be undertaken realistically. 
Indeed such activity is a present nec- 
essity because the economic founda- 
tions of a peaceful world will un- 
doubtedly find much of their strength 
or their weakness in the use to which 
mankind puts its skies, while interna- 
tional goodwill and the avoidance of 
future armed conflicts will likewise be 
dependent upon sane organization of 
the air. 

At Montreal a conference of the 
Commonwealth and Empire nations 
was held to deal with Commonwealth 
organization and communications, and 
immediately thereafter at Chicago a 
World Conference, composed of repre- 
sentatives of 52 United Nations and 
neutrals, sat for over six weeks. At 
these major conferences great work 
was done both on the organization 
and technical sides. A world conven- 
tion was signed giving birth to the 
International Civil Aviation Organiza- 
tion. While complete agreement on 
various phases was not reached, there 
was an international standardization | 
of technical equipment and pro- 
cedures, a meeting of minds on some 
of the broader problems of post-war | 
aviation and matters of difference |

War Service 
Gratuities Will 
Begin This Week 


OTTAWA.--Payment of war. ser- 
vice gratuities will. begin this week 
when approximately 35,000 cheques, | 
averaging $100 each, will be mailed! 
to discharged service personnel or 
to the dependents of men killed on 
active service, it was learned. 

C. C. Duncan, chief of the cheque | 
disbursement division of the finance 
department, said that the cheques-—| 
25,000 of them will go to former! 
army personnel, and 10,000 to former 
navy and air force men--represented 
only a fraction of the number the de- 
partment was prepared to send out. 

Mr. Duncan said his department! 
had expected to distribute about 90, 
000 cheques but many ex-servicemen 
had not applied for the gratuities. 

Appeals to ex-servicemen to fill in| 
gratuity application forms, available 
at all district and sub-district offices | 
of the veterans’ affairs department 


had not brought the expected re- 
sponse. | 
Under. the gratuity legislation 


passed at the last session of parlia- 
ment the mustering out pay 
based on the following scale: 

1. For every 30 days service in| 
the western hemisphere, excluding | 
the Alefitian islands, $7.50; 

2. For every 30 days of service 
overseas, or in the Aleutians, $15; 

3. For each six months cf ser- 
vice overseas or in the Aleutians, an 
additicnal seven days’ pay and allow 
ances, 

Under the legislation a_ re-estab- 
lishment credit, equal to the total 
amount of the gratuities payable on 
the 30 day basis, will be paid, but 
these payments will not begin until 
later. 

The army is attempting to reach 
by letter its former members who 
have not yet applied for their grat- 
uity. Those who have not filed 
applicaticns were discharged prior to

last Oct. 1. On that date service 
personnel began filling out gratuity, 
application forms before obtaining 


their discharge. 

Dependents of personnel killed on 
active service are entitled to the 
gratuities if they were in receipt of 
a dependents’ allowance or assigned 
pay at the time the fatality occurred

OTTAWA.--Wild life authorities 
say there is every prospect that hunt- 
ers coming back from war will find 
more birds in Canada than have been 
seen for many years. Wild fowl have 
flourished in both Canada and the 
United States with many hunters in 
the forces and limited ammunition 
supplies for those left behind. From 
the Canadian viewpoint, the increase 
in the game bird population has been 
assisted by Prairie Farm Rehabilita- 
tion Act dam projects which have 
provided new feeding and resting 
places for migrating waterfowl.

A major headache at the base had 
been the problem of bringing in fresh 
vegetables necessary to the health of 
its personnel. Transportation to that 
remote outpost by water is only pos: 
sible for a short time in summer and 

| transportation by air has its prob- 
lems of space and cost. So it was 
decided to try gardening on the spot. 
But what a spot! The plateau on 
which the base is built consists of 
}sand and crushed rock. True the 
| summer sun shines all day and most 
of the night but the frost comes early 
and goes late in the spring.. Never- 
| theless on June 17, 1943, the experi- 
; Ment was begun. 

Eighty-six roughly built wocden 
beds, 100’ by 5’ by 8”, spaced three 
feet apart were built in two rows 
separated by a four foot alley. The 
beds were filled with sand, lime and 
fertilizer. To permit free circulation 
of warm air the beds were placed on 
trestles two and a half feet off the 
ground. A two inch wate’ main, laid 
along both sides of the acre-large 
j area and up the centre has tap out- 
lets every forty feet for watering.

The potato crop was 
three bushels of marketable and two 
bushels of under-sized potatoes per 
bed, the equivalent of 260 bushels of 
marketable potatoes per acre.

Smut in Oats and Barley 


Tn our last article, we commented 
on the slarming and unnecessary 
increase in bunt (stinking smut) of 


wheat. In oats and barley, smut 
disease also causes enormous losses 
waned, for the most part, are avoid- 
able. 

In the Prairie Provinces, barley 
is subject to three different smuts, 
and oats to two, Formalin and 
organic mercury dusts may be used 
to control all except the true loose 
smut of barley which responds only 
to the hot water treatment. @ 

Womplete elimination of smut by 
means of seed treatment is often 
difficult or even impossible. There 
is evidence that formalin is often 
more effective than are the mer- 
curial dusts, particularly when smut 
infestations are severe. But it is 
important to remember that this 
advantage may be more than offset 
by damage to the seed by the use 
of formalin, “Formalin should not 
be used on weak seed or when a 
rapid growth is required to offset 
wireworm damage, disease, weeds 
and soil drifting.” (Guide to Farm 
Practice in Saskatchewan, 1942). 
Also, if the seed is eracked or 
damaged, the use of formalin should 
be avoided, and it sucud u..er be 
used for hulless oats, 

When mercurial dusts are used, 
it is very important to secure a 
uniform distribution of dust, and 
this depends largely on the efficiency 
of the treating machine, and of the 
operator, “If the efficiency of the 
machines used for this purpose 
could be increased, it would be a 
much needed advance.” (Proceed- 
ings Manitoba Agronomists’ Con- 
ference, 1944),
